In the West, seven persons 
were injured in an 11 - vehicle 
pileup Thursday night in south­ 
ern Wy oming as blizzard condi- 
tons prevailed. 
Blowing snow stranded five 
school buses as eastern Colorado 
and marooned a school superin­ 
tendent who tried to get to one 
of the vehicles in a snowplow.

Reuther Outlines 
Demands for '64 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 
—President Walter P. Reuther 
told his United Auto Workers 
Union today it must find way s 
in 1964 bargaining to tie pen­ 
sions to the cost of living, as 
wages now are. 
This was among a broad 
scope of goals Reuther outlined 
in a report prepared for 2.9 06 
delegates to a demand-setting 
convention of the UAW. 
Reuther also called for a pro­ 
gram that would req uire the 
automakers to pay the full cost 
of hospital-medical insurance 
for retirees instead of half, and 
for a uniform pension rate for 
past and future retirees. 
For those on the job and 
said: 
“In the 1964 negotiations, we 
shall give attention to the need 
to create more jobs through 
earlier retirement, longer paid 


vacations, more paid holiday s, 
a shorter work week, paid 
leaves of absence and cuts in 
ex cessive and unnecessary ov­ 
ertime.” 
Reuther told a pre-convention 
news conference that the UAW 
will seek a minimum gain of 
4.9 per cent in economic bene­ 
fits in contracts that will re­ 
place three-y ear pacts ex piring 
Aug. 31. 
The UAW chieftain also dis­ 
closed that his union will carry 
to the bargaining table a re­ 
q uest for bonus pay while work­ 
ers are on vacation “to cover 
the ex tra cost of travel and 
home.” Another goal he out­ 
lined is a daily production break 
that would in his view approx i­ 
mate “the coffee break ex ecu-

Setback For Ohio Development 


To sav the Ohio Su preme Cou rt’s u n an ­ 
imou s thu mbs-down on Ohio's in du stry - 
fin an cin g program is a blow to the Rhodes 
admin istration is an u n derstatemen t. 
The Rhodes admin istration had been 
stakin g ev ery thin g on in du strial ex pan ­ 
sion . to be fin an ced by dev elopmen t cor­ 
poration s n ewly created by a n ew set of 
Ohio laws. 
The pu rpose of the corporation s was to 
raise cash for priv ate en terprise in Ohio 
an d thereby to en cou rage n ew en terprise 
to come here an d ex istin g en terprise to 
ex oan d. 
The corporation s cou ld be formed in 
commu n ities an d elsewhere in the state 
“ to borrow mon ey for an y of the pu rposes 
of the corporation . . . to make loan s to 
an y person , firm, partn ership, corpora­ 
tion , join t stock compan y , association , or 
tru st . . . to pu rchase, receiv e, hold, 
lease, or otherwise acqu ire an d to sell, 
con v ey , tran sfer, lease, or otherwise dis­ 
pose of real an d person al property . . . to 
acqu ire the good will, bu sin ess, rights, 
real an d person al property . . . to ac­ 
qu ire, su bscribe for, own , hold, sell, as­ 
sign , tran sfer, mortgage, pledge, or other­ 
wise dispose of the stock shares, bon ds, 
deben tu re, n otes, or other secu rities an d 
ev iden ces of in terest in , or in debtedn ess 
of, an y person , firm, corporation , join t 
stock compan y , association or tru st. . . to 
mortgage, pledge, or otherwise en cu mber 
an y property . . . to cooperate with an d 
av ail itself of the facilities of the state 
commission or div ision con cern ed with 
econ omic dev elopmen t etc.” The au thor- 
ty was sweepin g. 


THIS WAS THE most ambitiou s in du s­ 
try an d bu sin ess dev elopmen t project ev er 
proposed an y where, certain ly the 
most 
far-reachin g proposal ev er made in Ohio. 
Two qu estion s were raised at the ou t­ 
set-on e fin an cial, on e legal. 
Who wo uld inv est in the co rpo ra ­ 
tio ns, 
which inev ita bly wo uld find 
themselv es ha ndling hig h-risk lo a ns? 


Wou ld the n ew law au thorizin g for­ 
mation of the corporation s be ru led 
con stitu tion al? 
The first qu estion was n ot an swerable 
u n til the secon d qu estion had been an ­ 
swered. 
The Ohio Su preme Cou rt u n an imou sly 
has fou n d the corporation s to be u n con ­ 
stitu tion al, on the grou n ds they ex ten d 
state credit to priv ate in stitu tion s. 
The 
secon d qu esion has been an swered. 
Ohio’s con stitu tion prov ides in Art. VIII, 
Sect. 4: “The credit of the state shall 
n ot, in an y man n er, be giv en or loan ed 
to, or in aid of, an y in div idu al, associa­ 
tion or corporation whatev er; n or shall 
the state ev er hereafter become a join t 
own er, or stockholder, in an y compan y or 
association in this state, or elsewhere, 
formed for an y pu rpose whatev er." 


WHETHER an y law can be written to 
carry ou t the pu rpose of in du strial an d 
bu sin ess ex pan sion in side the Ohio con ­ 
stitu tion is n ow in grav est dou bt, u n less 
the con stitu tion is chan ged. 
As written an d in terpreted by the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt the con stitu tion makes pri­ 
v ate en treprise wholly depen den t on pri­ 
v ate resou rces for its dev elopmn t an d 
main ten an ce. 


There shall be n o state capitalism in 
an y way , shape, or form. That, in su b­ 
stan ce, is what the Ohio Su preme Cou rt 
has ru led. 
The decision is admittedly a blow to 
Gov . Rhodes, who already has ben t pow­ 
erfu l efforts in attemptin g to fu lfill his 
promise of seekin g more in du strial jobs 
for Ohioan s. Already he has led teams of 
sales agen ts for Ohio to man u factu rers in 
other states, wooin g them for Ohio. 
He pledges, in v iew of the Su preme 
Cou rt decision , to “redou ble ou r effort, 
en ergy an d en deav or to make it possible 
for presen t in du stry to ex pan d an d to at­ 
tract n ew in du stry to prov ide jobs for 
ou r people.” 
To that, Ohioan s will say , “Amen !"

Strike Defen se Fu n d. It is ou r 
hope — an d we shall do ev ery ­ 
thin g hu man ly possible throu gh 
ration al 
respon sible 
goodwill 
an d good faith collectiv e bar­ 
gain in g — to av oid a situ ation 
that wou ld 
requ ire 
ou r 
u s­ 
in g these strike defen se fu n ds. 
“ WE HAVE BUILT these siz­ 
able strike defen se fu n ds as the 
best in su ran ce again st the pos­ 
sibility of a strike, for ju st as 
adequ ate military power pro­ 
v ides the best in su ran ce for 
peace, so a stron g an d adequ ate 
defen se fu n d is the best gu aran ­ 
tee that a strike will n ot be 
n ecessary . . . . 
“The best in terests of UAW 
members can be serv ed on ly 
when their u n ion is stron g an d 
prepared for an y ev en tu ality . 
“ We go to the bargain in g ta­ 
ble in 19 6 4 stron ger an d better 
prepared than at an y time in 
the history of ou r u n ion .” 
What is the au to u n ion high 
comman d preparin g for? Most 
observ ers who ex pect the tradi­ 
tion al driv es for earlier retire­ 
men t, higher wages, pen sion s 
an d welfare ben efits are n ot y et 
aware of what may well be­ 
come the prime collectiv e bar­ 
gain in g issu e. This is the cam­ 
paign for a 50-min u te work 
hou r. It will be a big pu sh to 
establish the right of the work­ 
er to spen d more time away 
from the job — an d this will 
n ot be ju st for toilet time.

Whittaker ex plain ed ju st what 
is the pro an d con in the pu b­ 
lic debate. 
He said, for in stan ce, that 
“ irrespon sible 
recrimin ation s 
an d term u sages settle n othin g, 
bu t on ly div ide an d con fu se peo­ 
ple an d create n ew problems” 
an d can ’t be a good su bstitu te 
for “co-operativ e, calm an d re­ 
spon sible reason in g processes.” 
He declared: 
“Today there is a wide ten ­ 
den cy to speak argu men tativ ely 
throu gh the u se of catchwords. 
Some of those that are common ­ 
ly heard are terms of fairly def­ 
in ite mean in g, su ch as ‘segrega­ 
tion ,’ ’discrimin ation ’ an d ‘in te- 
gation ,” 
bu t 
ev en 
they 
are 
often u sed with little fidelity to 
their tru e mean in g. Others are 
adv an ced as terms of defin ite 
mean in g, or of art, when in fact, 
as often u sed, they are mean ­ 
in gless .... 


“THE TERM ‘segregation ’ is, 
in legal effect, bu t an other sy n ­ 
on y m for prohibited ‘discrimi­ 
n ation .’ 
The term ‘desegrega­ 
tion ’ is a coin ed on e of awk­ 
ward an d du biou s mean in g. 
“ Bu t the term ‘in tegration ,* 
thou gh common ly u sed as a 
sy n on y m of ‘an tidiscrimin ation ’ 
or 
‘an tisegregation ,’ 
actu ally 
has a v ery differen t mean in g, 
an d embraces the con cept of 
mix in g — well illu strated by the 
tran sfer of school children from 
their home district to a distan t 
district for the pu rpose n ot of 
av oidin g ‘discrimin ation ’ bu t of

the races. 
“There is. as the Su preme 
Cou rt has held, a clear basis in 
the fu n damen tal law of ou r

crimin ation ’ an d hen ce ‘segre­

As the law stan ds today , there

Mr. Whittaker serv ed as a 
federal district ju dge an d as a 
ju dge on the U. S. Circu it Cou rt 
of Appeals. He was apooin ted 
to the Su preme Cou rt in 1957 by 
Presiden t Eisen hower an d re­ 
sign ed in 1962.
